ALBERTA SESSION FINISHED 

The Alberta Legislature is over af¬ 
ter a seven weeks session. Probably 
the most important act was that pro¬ 
viding for the sale of Alberta’s nor¬ 
thern railways for the sum of $26,000 
000. The co-operative marketing 
measures provide funds for various 
other pools in the province and will 
accelerate co-operative marketing ef¬ 
forts. The old age pensions act has 
finally become law. The province will 
extract a percentage of its share of 
the total cost from the municipalities. 
The Federal Government assumes 
half the pension responsibility, and 
the province half. Hon. George Hoad- 
ley maintained his supremacy in spite 
of many attacks on the efficiency of 
the Department of Public Health. 
Hon. Perrin Baker’s school amend¬ 
ments were snowed under and may 
not be revived for a time. The people 
of Alberta will pay about $2,000,000 
taxes in gas this year. The tax has 
been increased from three cents to 
five cents. This however, is not set 
aside exclusively for road construc¬ 
tion as it was supposed it would be. 
The proposal to increase the supple¬ 
mentary tax in cities, was finally with 
drawn. The estimates have grown, 
from $9,000,000 in 1921 to $15,000,000 
in 1929. 

ON THE PRAIRIE 

Once more the Prairie Car is under 
way on its annual pilgrimage to one 
of the many districts where the 
dreary expanses of treeless prairie 
stretch mile upon mile. The associa¬ 
tion lectures and pictures demon¬ 
strate in no uncertain Way the value 
of protection afforded by trees to field 
and garden crops, to say nothing of 
the aesthetic value of such planta¬ 
tions. The fact that prairie planta¬ 
tions show concrete protective values 
in three or four years after planting 
has been demonstrated time and time 
again, and so judging by the exper¬ 
ience of the past nine years, during 
w T hich the prairie car has been oper¬ 
ating, next year will see these bleak 
expanses generously dotted with 
young shelter belts.

WATCH TOWN WEEDS 

Mr. Robinson of the Claresholm Ag 
ricultural school, made it clear in his 
speech the other day that the weed 
menace was not the concern merely 
of the farmers, but also of the entire 
community. All property owner have 
responsibility. It is well known how 
far and fast weed seeds may travel— 
by drifting snow, high winds, birds’ 
ahd wild animals. One vacant lot in 
town with weeds run to seed may uh- 
do long hours of labor. One particu¬ 
lar instance was cited of a nuisance 
ground in a town near here, which 
was allowed to become a mass of Rus 
sian pig weed. This was a hostile 
force operating on all the land in the 
neighborhood. The farmers are mak¬ 
ing active effort to combat and de¬ 
stroy^ weeds. Public opinion is bring¬ 
ing pressure on the careless individ- 
ual’who menaces his own and his 
neighbor’s crops by unchecked weeds. 
But the small towns must also recog¬ 
nize responsibility and guard against 
the spread of weeds as carefully as 
the country districts. To the public 
spirited citizen, the law is the last ap¬ 
peal. The control of weeds is a mat¬ 
ter of co-operation and common sense.

Yet, there are some who declare 
that they are not interested in what 
action the American Government take 
regarding the proposed raise- in the 
duty on Canadian cattle. 

He would do well to go into the 
facts and figures of the case as they 
really are, and find out the amount of 
cattle Great Britain can annually ab¬ 
sorb from Canada and what class they 
must be, and then figure out if it is 
worth his while to go after it—and 
when he has figured that out—to ex¬ 
plain what will be done with the bal¬ 
ance—if the proposed* high tariff, 
closes the American market to it.

livestock industry, and who are daily 
working harder in the interests of ev 
ery stockman in C^pada.

A number of Ontario newspapers 
have been discussing homework in the 
schools. Some of them denounce as 
“faddists” the educationalists who 
wish to abolish it. To do so, they 
say, would result in a spoon-fed gen¬ 
eration of students. 

It is a fact, nevertheless, that the 
best teachers are not those who pile 
on homework the hardest. It is also 
a fact that the lazy teacher, or teach¬ 
er without a faculty for imparting 
knowledge, finds a convenient refuge 
in homework. If enough of it is giv¬ 
en, most of the next lesson can be de¬ 
voted to “hearing” it and the instruct 
or is thus spared part of the ordeal 
of instructing. The result is certain¬ 
ly not happy in the-case of dull pup¬ 
ils who require to be “spoon-fed” to 
some extent if they are to learn at j 
all. Nor is the conscientious high- 
strung pupil benefited by a system 
which filches what should be his hours 
of leisure. 

In Toronto there is supposed to be 
no homework in the public schools up 
to the third book. This is a wise pro¬ 
vision and should be generally observ 
ed. Younger children are so constant 
ly absorbing knowledge on out of 
school sources that they should not be 
burdened with homework in addition. 

But the experiment of ‘no homework’ A 
01 very little of it, is also being used 
in the lower schools in the Toronto' 
area. And the results seem to be; t 

good. V 

Although Premier Ferguson, as i 
Minister of Education for Ontario, 
has taken a strong stand towards the 
abolition of homework from the pub¬ 
lic schools, it is surprising the amount 
of it that is being passed out never¬ 
theless, and woe betide the pupil who 
ignores it when he faces teacher next 
morning, j^lot of tired parents who 
have earned a little rest, must spend 
their evenings helping the kiddies to 
get by with their tasks, otherwise 
they are destined to. listen in on an 
earful of trouble when the young 
hopefuls return from the academies 
next day.—Toronto Star.

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OJibway Indians of the Nlplepn 
district will not touch bear meat 
because they are mostly m. mbers 
of the Bear Clan, says Ozark 
Ripley, the well known sporting 
writer. They are averse to killing 
the bear and one hunting party re¬ 
lates having to forego eating bear 
steak and having to bury a bear's 
carcass because their cook refused 
to touch the meat. 


A trout weighing eight pounds 
was a catch rtported last summer 
by William Mitcheltree in the 
neighbourhood of Banff, Alberta. 
“My record for the season is 396 
fish,” he writes, “all caught on rod 
and line within easy reach of 
Banff. Recently at Wapta I caught 
two six pound rainbows and sev¬ 
eral cutthroat weighing from two 
to three and a half pounds.” 

A record was hung up beside the 
Christmas stockings of the em¬ 
ployees of the Canadian Pacific 
Express Company on Christmas 
Day when, from coast to coast, 
every Christmas package was de¬ 
livered to its destination, except 
where there was no one to receive 
them. According to T. E. McDon¬ 
nell. president of the company, ex¬ 
press traffic was unusually heavy 
this season and was well handled. 

Many enquiries for J&w'.rd 
wheat, one of the early ripening 
varieties evolved by the Canadian 
Government Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa, are being received 
by the Dominion Cerealist. The 
farm will have 10,000 bushels of 
this new wheat for distribution, 
and the 350 growers who were 
allowed to grow Reward in 1923 
will have a surplus of 2.000 bush¬ 
els making available 12,000 bush¬ 
els for seed in 1929. 


Production t$f agricultural imple¬ 
ments and machinery in Canada 
amounted to $42,9%,288 in 1927, 
according to the Bureau of Statis¬ 
tics, as compared with $38,269,214 
for the previous year and $24,770,- 
216 for 1925. Of the 65 firms re¬ 
porting, 43 were in Ontario, 12 In 
Quebec, 4 in Manitoba, 4 in Alberta, 
one in Saskatchewan and one in 
Prince Edward island. 


Having successfully completed 
for her trials off Scotland the new 
Canadian Pacific British Columbia 
coastal steamship "Princess Norah” 
will arrive shortly at Victoria, 
Vancouver Island. The new ship 
is the seventeenth "Princess” of 
the company's fleet and is equipped 
with bow rudders to facilitate na¬ 
vigation in the narrow channels of 
the west coast. 


Canadian seed wheat is in con¬ 
siderable demand in South Amer¬ 
ica according to officials of the 
agricultural department of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway at Win¬ 
nipeg. A ton of seed wheat was 
recently shipped from Brandon to 
Peruvian wheat ranchers, and it is 
expected that further orders will 
come from the South American 
republic. 


Less than a minute was required 
to launch each boat when the life 
saving equipment of the Canadian 
Pacific liner "Duchess of Bedford” 
received its regular test at Net* 
York recently before embarking 
its Christmas cruise of the West 
Indies.

To some benighted souls, bom in 
the darkness of sap-less countries, 
this piece of news means less than 
I nothing. But to many Easterners now 
| in the West, it will carry the happy 
assurance that there are still maple 
woods in Ontario^that early in 
March, father still gets the spiles and 
sap buckets out of the attic, and that 
the children still hang round with 
their spoons testing ont the process 
of thickening down. - So much of the 
romance of childhood has vanished, 
and the repeated returns to Ontario 
reveal a few straggly lonesome trees 
where once -stood the sturdy “woods.” 
We are prone'to wonder whether the 
old thrill and ecstacy of March syrup¬ 
making is a thing of the past—never 
to be revived. 

But apparently not. Eastern pap¬ 
ers still talk syrup, so there must tie 
a few maples left. Probably the pro¬ 
cess of syrup making is an anaemic 
performance nowadays, with a few 
pots on the stove covering the wh ole 
operation. A faV call from the good 
old days, when great black pots of 
enotfmous proportions were ’ placed 
over fires in the open. It was only 
when the syrup was boiled down and 
ready to clear, that there was room 
in the house for ft. 

Those were the lavish days, with 
gallons a n d gallons in the cellar. Nev 
er a time all year round when moth¬ 
er couldn’t loosen up on a jar to make 
taffy. To many transplanted Eastern¬ 
ers, March still carries one over¬ 
whelming significance—sap. 

So we think with great warmth of 
Clare Wilson of the 6th concession. 
We like his enterprise in stepping 
out and tapping his trees, regardless 
of public opinion about the weather, 
and his rashness. We wish we lived 
next door to him, and we are glad he 
got his name in the papers.

Princess Louise* Queen Victoria’s 
daughter, is now in her eighty-first 
year, but even yet the story is retold 
of her very early childhood when 
Queen Victoria rebuked her for call¬ 
ing the Queen’s Highland servant, 
John Brown, “Brown.” “He calls you 
‘Princess Louise,’ ” said the queen,

Suffield Line C.P.R. to be Completed 

Completion of the Suffield branch 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway con¬ 
necting Arrowwood gild Blackie will 
be commenced duing the present year 
it is announced by D. C. Coleman, 
Western Vice President of the C. P.R. 
It is planned to start grading during 
the summer and it is expected that 
the line will be ready for operation 
during the spring and summer of 1930 
Completion of this road will bring a 
large section of important grain grow 
ing territory within a much closer 
hauling distance of' Calgary and the 
Pacific Coast. 

Undertake Aerial Survey of North 

The inauguration of a five-year 
program of air-mapping to cover the 
greater portion of Northern Alberta 
along the line of the recommenda¬ 
tions made by the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment is announced by Hon| Chas. 
Stewart, Minister of the Interior. 
Special plans will be utilized for carry 
ing on this work as a result of which 
it is hoped to secure accurate topo¬ 
graphical data concerning many of 
the little knowmdistricts in the north 
of the province. This information 
will prove invaluable in connection 
with the greatly increased activity in 
settlement and mineral developments 
in the north. A number of ground 
survey parties will also be employed 
to work in conjunction with the aerial 
mapping force. 

Program of Road Construction 

A start will be made on Alberta’s 
1929-1930 program of highway con¬ 
struction as soon as weather’condi¬ 
tions permit, announces Hon. O. L. 
McPherson, Minister of Public Works. 
The work to be undertaken will in¬ 
volve an expenditure of some $1,500,- 
000. Tlie gravelling .of the road be¬ 
tween Macleod and Pincher Creek has 
already been startd and a number of ^ 
other projects will be commenced 
within a short time. 

Large Acreage Ready f^r Crop 

Acreage for 1929 crop jn Alberta 
amounts to li,652,599 acres according 
to the report issued during the past 
week by the Dominion Bui’eair' of 
Statistics. This includes 2,732,599 
acres of summerfallow and 850,000 
acres of new breaking. As compared 
with the previous year, these figures 
show an increase of 100,000 acres of 
new breaking arid a decrease of 112,- 
274 acres of summerfallow. It is es¬ 
timated however, that the amount of 
fall plowing done in Alberta will this 
year have in readiness for crop the 
largest acreage of any year in its his¬ 
tory. 

Will Erect Cottages for Settlers 

Under an arrangement recently- 
completed between the Colonization 
Department of the Canadian National 
Railways, the White Star Line and 
the British Government, it is planned 
to construct some ten cottages in Al¬ 
berta this season for ,the accommoda¬ 
tion of British immigrant families 
who will come forward as farm labor. 
Each cottage will be leased at a nom¬ 
inal rental to the family for a period 
not exceeding two years during which 
time it is expected that the settlers 
will have become established on farms 
of their own. 

Increased Acreage for Beet Crop 

A considerable increase is reported 
in the amount of land which will be 
planted to sugar beets this spring in 
the southern part of the province. 
Loading dumps will be built this year 
at Iron Springs and Picture Butte in 
order to facilitate the handling of the 
increased crop of beets expected from 
| these districts. Two carloads of beet 
seed aTe now in storage in the com¬ 
pany’s warehouse, awaiting delivery 
to growers.

New Stations, on C. P. R. Lines 

New station buildings will be erect¬ 
ed during the coming season at Hilda 
Mazeppa, Milk River and Bentley, ac¬ 
cording to the building program of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway. Coaling 
plants will also be erected at Irricana 
and Consul.

POOR ORAL READERS 

The Whitby Gazette lifts its voice 
in a problem which is by no means 
confined to Ontario. The writer says 
“It is a fact and one frequently com¬ 
mented upon, that sight reading and 
proper pronunciation of words appear 
to Rave become lost arts in many Can 
adian schools. In the school curricu¬ 
lum it woqld appear that insufficient 
provision is made for the teaching of 
these fundamental principles. I . 

“It is true that reading and spelling 
are taught in the schools, but wljen 
one observes the results of oratorical 
contests in many places’, it is very 
evident that proper education in the 
two kindred subjects mentioned is be¬ 
ing neglected. 

“Never for a moment does the Gaz¬ 
ette blame the teachers who in many 
instances appear to be overworked 
because of the overloaded curriculum. 

“We are of the opinion that boys 
and girls of today do not follow up, 
in their homes, the instructions which 
they receive in reading in schools. In 
other words, in this much talked of • 
modern age, young people do not in¬ 
dulge in as| much reading as did their 
parents. 

The serious aspect is that the stud- j 
ents of today will be the teachers of 
tomorrow. If they do not cultivate 
correct reading and pronunciation in 
school, how can they impart know¬ 
ledge in these subjects in future years 

“The question is one deserving the 
serious consideration of educational 
authorities.’’ 

Our contention would be, not that 
the modern’ child does not read, but 
that he reads too much inferior and 
trashy literature. His mind must be 
a jumble of westerns, bowery stuff, 
the jargon of the underworld, Mexi¬ 
can Pete and current “college” slang. 
Only occasionally in his outside read¬ 
ing does he come across English as 
spoken at school and probably in his 
home. 

Another fault that we would find 
would he in too rapid reading. Even 
the supplementary courses in school 
are relatively too heavy. Much must 
be read that is not fully grasped. It 
-is doubtful if there is time to study in 
detail meanings and pronunciations. 
The result is a general idea of mean¬ 
ings, with no definite assurance as to 
pronunciation. Intelligent oral read¬ 
ing of one good book would accom¬ 
plish infinitely more- in culture and 
pronunciation, than all that teachers 
may hope to do with the present 
heavy hurried courses.
